Steel Strike 
Expected to 
Be Voted

PITTSBURGH (AP) - Local 


union presidents say they ex- 
pect 98 per cent of the United 
Steelworkers' rank and file to 
vote to strike the nation's basic 
steel Industry, "The companies 
have a shock coming," said the 
president of a big Ohio local. 
"Our guys are ready to go." 


The vote, set for July 23, will 


be the first in history for the 
450,000 men who cast the most 
widely used of all metals. But it 
doesn't mean they will walk out 
of the mills when their contract 
expires Aug. 1. 


"We are saying, quite frankly, 


that time Is running out," said 
I. W. Abel, president of the un- 
ion, after a daylong series of 
meetings with his top negotiat- 
ing teams Tuesday. 


He told a news conference 


that the companies still had not 
put any money on the bargain- 
ing table although Industrywide 
negotiations opened June 3 in 
New York and have been going 
full tilt in Pittsburgh for more 
than three weeks. 


"There's been some good pro- 


gress in some areas," he said, 
but none in othere, especially 
the wage package. 


"I would hope that In the re- 


maining weeks that we could 
get down to the hard, factual 
bargaining and work out a con- 
tract," Abel said. 


The local union presidents 


were more vocal. 


"We 
haven't got anything 


from the companies," said An- 
thony Tomko, president of the 
5,000-man local 1408 at Mc- 
Keesport, Pa. "But they'd bet- 
ter wake up."

teen-age girls held as 


hostages for more than 24 hours 
were freed Tuesday night when ' 
police captured Edward Thomp- 
son Jr., an accused kidnaper. 
The father of one of the girls 
and the mother of another were 
found shot to death earlier. 


Shaken and at times sobbing, 


the girls were returned to their 
homes in Roanoke, Va., shortly 
after Greensboro police arrest- 
ed Thompson. 


With pistols drawn, police 


stopped Thompson in a stolen 
car belonging to the father of 
one of the girls. He offered no 
resistance, Police found two ri- 
fles and a pistol in the car, 


Thompson, 37, a Negro from 


Eden, N,C,, was declared an 
outlaw by a Superior Court 
judge in HendersonvUle June 25. 
This meant any citteen could 
have legally shot him if he 
disregarded an order to surren* 
der, 


He was wanted on six counts 


of kidnapping, three of rape and 
one each of armed robbery, car 
theft and assault on an officer. 
The crimes occurred in May 
and June near HetidersonvUJe 
and MooresviUe in western

People always wonder why 


we write about game and 
slam contracts most of the 
time and seldom discuss a 
part-score hand. There are 
two good reasons for this. 
The first is that the higher 
the contract the greater the 
reader interest. The next is 
that the higher the contract 
the easier it is to write about. 


Take today's hand. We 


could write a whole article 
about South's decision to bid 
two spades instead of letting 
his partner 
play 
one no- 


trump. 
We recommend 
a 


pass with this 5-3-3-2 distribu- 
tion as a general rule but this 
time it turns out that the 
two-spade call is 
superior. 


One no-trump would almost 
surely have gone down one 
trick against a heart or club 
bid. 


Two spades can be set also. 
East must win the first or 
second club and shift to a 
heart. Later on he will lead a 
second heart when he gets in 
with the king of diamonds. 


This line of defense will 


give East and West 
one 


trump, one heart, two dia- 
monds and two clubs but they 
did not find that line of play.

problem of presenting on lelevi* 
sion ft wartime comedy at ft 
time when the nation is torn by 
wsr and antiwar feelings, 


Not that the conquest Is com- 


plete, the CBS series still 
draws occasional knocks from 
critics who claim that a prison- 
er of war camp run by Germans 
In World War n Is not suitable 
for comedy. 


But "Hogan's Heroes" has 


won the most important test In 
television: survival. It will be 
returning for a fourth season 
next fall, 


Bob Crane, w!io Is Hogan, has 


his own theories why the show 
has survived against long odds 
and the barbs of critics: 


"1 think If we tried to come on 


the air now, wa wouldn't have ft 
chance with 'Hogan's Heroes/ 
the times would be against it. 
Three years ago, the timing was 
just right. World War n - In 
fact, the Korean War, too - had 
been over long enough so people 
could laugh about some of the 
things that happened during the 
war. 


"By now the characters are 


wall established and accepted, 
and wo have licked most of the 
criticism that a German prison- 
er of war camp is not a fit sub- 
ject 
for 
comedy— assassina- 


tions, plane crashes and a few 
other matters that offer definite 
taboos. 


"But nearly everything else 


can be treated in a comic man- 
ner. Oh, I've had people ask me, 
'How can you make fun of a 
concentration camp? Think of 
all the Jews that were killed,' 
Well, ours isn't a concentration 
camp; It's a camp filed with 
soldiers who are prisoners. And 
their situations can be funny." 


Another criticism has been 


the portrayal of the German 
c a p t o r s . Crane's defense: 
"Schultz (the comedy character 
played by John Banner) is nei- 
ther stupid nor a traitor. He 
simply says, 
know nothing.' 
appears to have been common 
in Nazi Germany. 


"The 
camp 
commandant, 


played by Werner Klemperer, 
isn't stupid, either. He is an ego- 
maniac, the kind of man who 
can be fooled when he Is but- 
tered up. which is,what Ld6?to 
him* But then we also need two 
or three regular bad guys to 
present the element of danger. 
These are the brutal, Nazi types 
who are our villains." 


Crane believes that his own 


role is crucial to the believablli- 
ty of the series. Although he is a 
funnyman in other mediums, he 
plays Hogan fairly straight. 


"Ho Is a gung-ho type, almost 


like a John Wayne," the actor 
explained. "He can be flip in 
his relations with the camp 
commandant, but in most situa- 
tions he is serious. When the 
heroes get too wild, he says, 'All 
right, knock it offl' 


"I keep a close eye on the 


character, 
and 
if 
anything 


doesn't sound right in the script, 
I speak up about it. Series can 


badly damaged when charac- 


terizations get out of hand."

Harriman told the North Viet- 


namese In his formal statement 
that the United States had made 
a series of proposals for redue* 
ing Infiltration from North Viet- 
nam into the South, restoring 
the demilitarized buffer Rone be- 
tween North and South, respect- 
ing the neutrality of neighboring 
Laos and Cambodia, and the 
like. 


He said North Vietnam had 


rejected each proposal, 


"Your only answer has been 


the repetition of a slogan: Stop 
the bombing and pull American 
forces out of Vietnam." 


Before going into the mneting, 


Harrtman said the lack of ene- 
my shelling of Saigon for the 
past month "may 
have some 


significance." 


Harrlman 
said he had "no 


way to Judge" whether a report- 
ed withdrawal of some of the 
enemy forces In the Saigon area 
constituted a peace move. He

For some, 
electroconvulsive shock treat- 
ments are very effective.

folks confuse the Income tax 
with 
their Withholding deduc- 


tions, 
The two have a connec- 


tion, of course, but only In the 
way that monthly installments re- 
late to the total amount of a time- 
payment note . 


The 10 per cent surtax means 


that the total amount of tax you 
will owe the federal government 
next April 15 will be 10 per cent 
more than what you were liable 
for last April 15. How it affects 
your Withholding deductions is 
beside the point. 


Withholding deductions may or 


may not fully cover your total 
tax liability next April 15. My 
•information is that on this par- 
•ticular tax year they will fall 
short— and most of you will have 
to dig up an additional lump sum 
payment next April 15. 


That's not my threat- I'm only 


reporting what the Washington 
wire news tells me. 


But you won't be confused about 


income tax matters if you will 
bear in mind the tax law applies 
to the year's total you owe on 
April 15. This is absolute. The 
means by which you make pay- 
ments toward covering the tax, 
called Withholding, is variable 
and only approximate. 
The law 


holds you responsible for the 
year's total tax April 15— and 
that's what the surtax has in- 
creased by 10 per cent.

Marine Corps Manual 
Spells Out Rugged 
Rules for a Sniper

WASHINGTON (AP) * The 


ability to go for long periods 
without food or water, to control 
emotions and to kill "calmly 
and deliberately" 
and without 


remorse are the main qualifica- 
tions of a good sniper, says a 
proposed Marine Corps manual. 


In effect, it adds, the sniper 


cannot be made—he must be 
born. 


The 240-page manual is being 


circulated through Marine com- 
mands for comment and has not 
yet been adopted. 


Written by Maj, Robert A. 


Russell of Vista, Calif., who 
commanded early pickup sniper 
teams in Vietnam, it lays out 
the first formal training pro- 
gram on the subject since World 
War n.

Segregation 
to Increase, 
Not Decline 
W A S H I N G T O N (AP) - 


America will become increas* 
togly segregated by race over 
the next 17 years, says a study 
released today by President 
Johnson's National Commission 
on Urban Problems. 


The study finds that between 


I960 and 1985, nonwhites will be- 
come more concentrated in cit- 
ies and whites will continue 
moving Into suburban areas. 


"The projections vividly por- 


tray the geographic fulfillment 
of the fears expressed by the 
President's Commission on Civil 
Disorders—that the American 
society is becoming an aparth- 
eid society," said the study's 
authors, 


Nonwhite population within 


cities of 50,000 or more are pro- 
jected to increase from 50 to 58 
per cent; white population will 
decline from 30 to 21 per cent. 


Former Sen. Paul H. Douglas, 


chairman of the commission, 
said to a forward to the report 
that the findings are projections 
—not predictions. But he said 
they underscore the "alarming 
prospect" that "our people may 
be increasingly segregated. This 
should be read not as prophecy 


, but as warning."

Heavy Cong Attack 
on Saigon Expected 
This Month or Next

SAIGON (AP) - Widespread 


enemy attacks as heavy as the 
Tet and May offensives can be 
expected throughout South Viet- 
nam in late July, August or ear- 
ly September, Secretary of De- 
fense Clark M. Clifford said to- 
day. 


Basing his comments on re* 


ports from senior U.S. com- 
manders since he arrived to 
Vietnam Sunday, Clifford said 
enemy forces around Saigon are 
increasing and there is a contin- 
ual movement of enemy troops 
into the military district that 
surrounds the capital, 


The purpose, he said, "ob- 


viously is to launch soma attack 
on Saigon." 


Asked if enemy tactics have 


any relation to the U,S,»North 
Vietnamese talks to Paris, Clif- 
ford replied: "We proceed on 
the assumption that the enemy 
combat plan is based on making 
impressions on the conference 
in Paris." He said a "spectaeu* 
&r event" could affect the nego* 
tiations, but dW not elaborate. 


Clifford said the level of fight, 


tog in South Vietnam's north* 
ernmost provinces has not been 
as high as it was to previous 
months because some North 
Vietnamese divisions have been 
pulle(J baefc toto Nor* Vietnam 
for refltting. 


They can be expected to ret 


turn "to greater force," Clifford 
told newsmen at Pa Nang du> 
tog a visit to the northern area 
bfilow the dem.t|ifciri?e4 zone. 
He met at Da Najg aol i^u Bai 


with U.S. Marine and Army offl- 
cerscommandlng troops in the 
critical northern war zone. 


The Pentagon chief said none 


of the American troop com- 
manders to Saigon has asked 
him for more troops, and he has 
no plans to request additional 
troops. 


Clifford said he was tote res ted 


in the recent statement by South 
Vietnamese 
President Nguyen 


Van Thiu that phased withdraw. 
al of American troops might be- 
gin in 1969, but he himself was 
not prepared to give any estl» 
mate. 


The "outstanding fact" of the

Nang today, Clifford said, was a

comparable in effectiveness to 
any division to the U.S. Army.

Another Air 
Liner Take,, 
to Cuba 
MIAMI, Fla. (AP) - A heavi- 


ly armed man hijacked a Na- 
tional Airlines passenger Jet to- 
day, held command during a fe* 
fueling stop at New Orleans, 
then forced the pilot to take off 
for Cuba. 


The DCS, with 56 passenger.fi 


and 
seven crewmen aboard, 


was due to land at Havana at 
9:50 a.m. (EDT), the Federal 
Aviation Administration said. 
"I've got a Cuban in the cock- 


pit with a grenade in one hand 
and a pistol in the other," the 
pilot, Capt. Sid Oliver of MtamL 
reported by radio as Flight 1064 
took off from Houston.

am being 
ordered 
to 


Cuba," he added. 


The night, wtich originated at 


Los Angeles, had nude a sched- 
uled stop at Houston, It also was 
scheduled to land at New Or- 
leans before reaching its desti- 
nation at Miami. 


A FAA spokesman said Oliver 


convinced the hijacker there 
was not enough fuel in the tanks 
to overfly New Orleans. 


FBI agents and police stood 


helplessly by the plane at New 
Orleans, 
while a fuel truck 


topped the tanks. 


The hijacker remained in the 


cockpit, threatening to blow up 
the plane with the grenade if he 
was molested. 


"1 don't know what you can 


do," said an airline spokesman 
while the plane was on the 
ground. 
: 


The hijacking was the ninth 


this year of a commercial air- 
liner. The most recent was July 
12, when a gunman who said he 
was dying of cancer tried to 
force the pilot of a Delta plane 
to^ake him to Havana. He was 
talked out of the hijacking and 
the plane landed at Miami.. 


Once ^before a, pilot tafted a 


hijacker "into lwMiftQ?ta&l be- 
fore flying hlrri to Cuba. 


That was Aug. 3, 1961 when a 


father and son took command of 
a Continental Airlines plane 
over Columbus, N.M., on a 
flight from Phoenix to El Paso. 
The men held five crewmen and 
four of the plane's 55 passengers 
on the plane for several hours 
until authorities punctured the 
plane's tires with machine gun 
fire and overpowered the hi- 
jackers. 


Recently, another airliner was 


hijacked to Cuba from South 
America by a man carrying a 
hand grenade.

the hijacked plane today were 
identified as co-pilot Leo Rts<| 
flight engineers, Charles Vile, 
and stewardesses Barbara Wad- 
ley, Suzanne Lawton, Shelley 
Moore, and Kathleen Dickinson.
